mriils troalies have .been ratified by 
every nation a party thereto, even 
the critics of the 'present administra- 
tion -have to acknowledge that tiii-

;mnanient'*ex|Miiiflitnru and reducing 
the cause of war. 


The Washington CouTcreii.-e was 


nol -i-aHed in a hurry. II was the linl- 
comu (i.l' thoughtj'iri planniin.u1 and not 
of hysteria. President Harding as- 
certained that the leading nations of 
the world woiiM take kindly t;> such 
a project and then called a confer- 
ence for certain specific purposes, 
thus eliminating the thinner that its 


v/oik worid be jeopardized by injec- 
tion of oilier subjects not connected 
with the main purpose. 


^Yllell the conference met in Xo- 


vsmbrr, 1921, Secretary* of States 
Hughes had a very carefully 
pre- 


pared proposal to submit. That this 
had been carefully thought out with 
due regard to the interests and rights 
of all nalif-ns, is indicated by the 
fact -that it was adopted with very 
slight modifications after discussions 
Covering only three months. 


There were 'five treaties drawn up. 


the most important of which settled 
disagreements with regard to inter- 
tests in the Pacific and in he Orient 
!>?i<l pledged all of the parties to the 
treaty to confer if there should de- 
velop between any of the high com- 
iractiia;* parties a controversy aris- 
ing out of any Pacific cjiieslion.
